returns relate to periods other than a calendar month, 
t has been necessary to select a sample of contributors 
and to bring the sales of each of these to a daily basis. 
The sample used for 1937 comprises all those contri- 
putors whose returns were available throughout the 
calendar year. Where necessary, returns were used 
which had been received too late for inclusion in the 
routine monthly analysis. The sales thus accumulated 
amounted roughly to £323 million for the year, or 
bout 99 per cent. of the total sales (including all late- 


«mers) reported. 


Index Numbers for 1937.—The base for the year 
1987 was obtained by dividing the annual sales of each 
contributor in the sample by the total number of 
slling days he reported in the year and aggregating 
the results. Monthly sales were similarly reduced to 
adaily basis and the results expressed as percentages 
of this annual base. The final figures cannot be 
absolutely precise since certain returns (e.g. those from 
the co-operative societies and some multiple shops) 
referred only to the number of days on which the 
majority of the shops concerned were open. It is not 
believed, however, that the error due to using such 
returns is likely to have affected the index numbers to 
any appreciable extent. 


Index Numbers for Earlier and Later Years.—The 
possibility of isolating a constant sample each month 
for comparison with the 1937 base was ruled out for 
the same reason as precluded this possibility with the 
old series, viz. even if the sample remained constant for 
sme time, experience has shown that some returns 
will always be delayed and this would make it impos- 
sible to publish monthly index figures regularly and 
promptly. 


Index nuinbers for the years before 1937 have been 
derived by using the published percentage movement 
of daily sales between corresponding months to link 
one year to another, e.g. the index number for January 
1936 was derived from that for January 1937 by 
using as a link the percentage movement of January 
1937 compared with January 1936; the index number 
for January 1985 was then derived from that already 
obtained for January 1936 by using the percentage 
movement of January 1936 on January 1935; and 
similarly for earlier Januaries. In the same way Feb- 
tuary was linked to February, March to March and so 
on until the series was complete. The two additional 
series, apparel and household goods, have been carried 
back only to January 1936, when separate sales for the 
Present seven districts first became available. If there 
appears to be any great demand among retailers or the 
public for figures relating to earlier years, these can 
be calculated for the country as a whole but not of 
course for the districts. The series for total sales and 
for the two main divisions of food and perishables and 
non-food merchandise have been extended back to 
January 1932 for the country as a whole, but could not 
be computed earlier than January 1936 for the present 
districts. 


The index numbers from January 1938 to date were 
also calculated (as were those for the period before

1937) by the link method already described; and future 
index numbers will be similarly calculated until it 
again becomes desirable to establish a fresh base. The 
new index numbers for apparel and household goods 
require special totals to be taken out, and it may not 
prove possible to publish them as promptly as the 
others, although every effort will be made to do so. 


Series of Index Numbers.—The new series of index 
numbers with 1937 as the base year are given on 
pages 212, 213 and 214. These comprise (1) index 
numbers of retail sales in Great Britain in 1932 to 1988 
relating to food and perishables, non-food merchandise, 
and total sales; and (2) index numbers of retail sales 
by districts in 1936 to 1938 relating to similar sub- 
divisions, together with the two new groupings, viz. 
apparel (dress materials, women’s wear, men’s and 
boys’ wear, boots and shoes) and household goods 
(household piece-goods, furnishing departments, hard- 
ware), 


The relation between the movement of sales in the 
respective base years, as shown by the old and the new 
samples, is shown in the following table :—

The two series show considerable differences in the 
seasonal movements during the year, for which various 
reasons exist. The most important is that in 1933 
there was only a relatively slow improvement in sales, 
but 1937 was a year of rapid expansion, sales in 
December 1937 and January 1938 being respectively 
8:3 and 6-2 per cent. higher than a year earlier. For 
this reason alone the seasonal movements shown by 
the old series for 1933 are likely to be the more typical, 
but it must not be overlooked that the change in the 
composition of the sample as between 1933 and 1937 
may have some influence on seasonal movements. It 
may be noted in this connection that the new series 
for apparel and household goods, given on page 213, 
show marked differences in seasonal movement. 
Another reason for differing seasonal movements in the 
two years is the date of Easter. In 1937 the whole of 
the Easter holiday fell in March, whereas in 1933 it 
was in the middle of April. The stimulus of the pre- 
Easter sales is clearly indicated by the relationship 
between March and April sales in the two years. Sales 
in May 1937 were swollen by purchases in connection 
with the Coronation.

of over 11 per cent. in the price of household soap, 
which was mainly responsible for the lower index for 
the group. In the miscellaneous group price move- 
ments were generally rather smaller than in recent 
months. There were increases for esparto (14 per 
cent.), ox and heifer hides (1 per cent.), goatskins (1} 
per cent.) and calfskins (33 per cent.), and decreases 
for chemical wood pulp (up to 1} per cent.) and cow- 
hides (14 per cent.).

It will be remembered that in October 1937 the 
British Standards Institution issued density composi- 
tion tables for aqueous solutions of sulphuric acid for 
use in conjunction with British Standard Density 
Hydrometers, and it is stated that these tables would 
be followed by similar tables for other solutions of 
industrial importance. 

The tables for aqueous solutions of caustic soda (B.S. 824) 
and aqueous solutions of sodium chloride and of calcium 
chloride (B.S. 823) have just been published. As pointed 
out when the previous tables were issued, these tables are 
based on the International Critical Tables and are very 
comprehensive. They are preceded by explanatory notes. 
Appendices to the tables give details of the British Stan- 
dard density hydrometers available for use in aqueous solu- 
tions of caustic soda and of sodium chloride and calcium 
chloride, respectively, notes on the reading of British 
Standard density hydrometers in these solutions, examples 
of the use of the tables in conjunction with British Stan- 
dard density hydrometers and details of corrections to 
hydrometers. With regard to the hydrometer corrections, 
these are only necessary when the highest accuracy attain- 
able with the hydrometer is desired. They may often be 
entirely ignored without prejudice to the degree of accuracy 
required. When this degree of accuracy is adequate, the 
hydrometer reading may be taken as giving directly the 
density of the soda or chloride in g/ml at the prevailing 
temperature of the solution, and the tables give directly 
the strength of the acid from the ascertained density. No 
temperature adjustment is necessary and no calculation is 
required. The use of British Standard density hydrometers 
in conjunction with the tables provides a concrete example 
of the simplicity of hydrometry based on density 
measurements.

CAST IRON AND CAST COPPER ALLOY PIPE 
FITTINGS 

With the publication of British Standard 143-1938, 
Malleable Cast Iron and Cast Copper Alloy Pipe 
Fittings, the British Standards Institution has com- 
pleted the revision of the specifications for long sweep 
malleable iron pipe fittings (B.S. 143-1922) and east 
iron pipe fittings (short turn type) (B.S. 154-1922), the 
two specifications now being incorporated in one 
publication. 

The general scope of the new specification has been 
amended by the inclusion of cast copper alloy pipe fittings 


and the exclusion of soft cast iron pipe fittings that are to 
be the subject of a separate specification. Other amend. 
ments are the inclusion of additional patterns, the exten. 
sion of the range of nominal sizes from 4 in. to 6 in, 
maximum and the inclusion of a section on testing the 
malleability and porosity. In addition, the form of re.

IRON CASTINGS FOR GEAR BLANKS 


The British Standards Institution has just published 
a British Standard Specification for Iron Castings for 
Gears and Gear Blanks, covering three grades of

IRON CONDUIT BOXES 


Up to the present the only conduit boxes for elec: 
trical wiring that have been regarded as British 
Standard have been those made of malleable iron ot 
pressed steel, as prescribed in B.S. Specification 
No. 31. 

Many users, however, have used, with satisfactory results, 
boxes made of grey cast iron, and such boxes are recognised 
by the 10th edition of the I.E.E. Wiring Regulations, pro 
vided they comply with certain dimensions and tests. With 
a view to remedying this inconsistency between the Wiring 
tegulations and the British Standard Specifications for 
wiring materials, a B.S. Specification for grey cast iron 
conduit boxes has now been published (B.S. 820).

Committee responsible for this Specification realised that 
many of the patterns of grey cast-iron boxes are definitely 
unsatisfactory for good-class installations owing to their 
ijability to fracture, and are therefore unworthy of being 
regarded as British Standard. A series of tests were there- 
fore carried out with a view to eliminating the unsatisfac- 
tory patterns, and the new Specification has been drawn up 
on ‘the basis of these tests.

Imports of merchandise for the five months of the year 
1938-39 were valued at Lstg.43,072,000, as compared with

decrease of €stg.4,286,000 (9-1 per cent.). Exports of mer- 
chandise for the same period were valued at £stg.40,526,000, 
as compared with £stg.45,414 ,000, a decrease of £stg.4,888,000 
(10°8 per cent.). 





BALANCE OF TRADE 


In November 1938 there was a favourable commodity 
balance of trade of £stg.2,400,000, as compared with a 
favourable commodity balance of £stg.1, 356,000 in Novem- 
ber 1937. Incl uding bullion and specie, the balance 
of trade was favourable by £stg.3,295,000, compared with a 
favourable balance of £s stg. 2,998 ,000 in November 1937. 

For the five months of the year 1938-39 an unfavourable 
commodity balance of £stg.2,546,000 was recorded, as 
against an unfavourable balance of £stg.1,944,000 for the 
corresponding months of 1937-38. Including bullion and 
specie, the favourable trade balance was £stg.2,720,000, com- 
pared with a favourable balance of £stg.2,839,000 for the 
five months of 1937-38.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


The dry weather broke during the first week of December 
and heavy rains were recorded all over the island. The rain 
was very beneficial to that portion of the cereal crop that 
had already germinated and enabled the major portion of 
the wheat crop to be sown after the rains had ceased. Dur- 
ing the month there were several cold spells and occasional 
ground frosts in certain areas. 
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Potato production is average and quality is good. Pre- 
paration of land for the new crop has started. Onion fields 
are being prepared, and it is probable that there will be 
a further increase in the area under onions this year. 


A total of 274,213 cases of oranges was exported up to 
the end of December, which represents approximately four- 
fifths of the exportable crop this season. Preparations are 
being made for a larger area under tobacco this year.— 
Government of Cyprus London Office.

SALVADOR 


FOREIGN TRADE AND THE IMPORTANCE OF 
COFFEE 


Salvador, *writes H.M. Consul at San Salvador, is the 
mallest of the five Central American republics—it is not 
much bigger than Belgium—and by far the most densely 
populated of them all. Only one (Guatemala) vies with 
her in being the biggest exporter of coffee and the best 
market for United Kingdom goods. 

On the whole, Salvador should regard the past three 
years with satisfaction, for in each of them she has had 
abig favourable trade balance and, at the end of each 
financial year, an appreciable surplus. 


DEPENDENCE UPON COFFEE 


Although there has been development in some directions 
tothing has occurred to modify Salvador’s general depend- 
‘tee upon coffee. Nine-tenths of the value of exports for 
many years have been provided by this bean, which is thus 
‘sponsible for the bulk of the imports, as exports form the 
uly source of foreign exchange. As well over half of the 
Government revenue is derived from import and export 
luties, the extent of the dependence upon one product is 
bvious.

With coffee bulking so big in Salvador’s economy, the 
change of policy of Brazil at the beginning of the 1937-38 
coffee season, resulting in a heavy fall in coffee prices early 
in November 1937, could be viewed only with alarm in this 
country. The situation was relieved to some extent by a 
suspension of part of the coffee export tax, a suspension 
which has been renewed for the 1938-39 season. The low 
prices coincided with a small crop, and early in 1938 pessi- 
mism concerning the future was general. Quite unex- 
pectediy, a few months later prices hardened and then 
improved, 

Further improvement has taken place more recently, and 
although this may be due to transitory conditions in buy- 
ing markets it seems to be now thought, and certainly 
hoped, that the mild coffees can command an independent 
market and that, contrary to earlier calculations here, the 
huge output of Brazilian coffees of a different quality does 
not entirely control world prices of all coffees. 


Foreign TRrape 


The principal feature of trade since 1934 has been the 
large increase in the purchases from Germany, due almost 
entirely to cheaper prices created mainly by the discounts, 
never less than 20 per cent., at which Aski marks were 
obtainable locally. In 1934, when Germany was still Sal- 
vador’s best market for coffee, Germany took 30 per cent. 
of the exports and supplied 8 per cent. of the imports; in 
1937 these percentages were 11 and 30. The United States, 
since 1934 not only the chief supplier, as always, but also 
chief purchaser, in 1934 took 26 per cent. of the exports 
and sent 44 per cent. of the imports; in 1937 the per- 
centages were 60 and 40. Nevertheless, the United States 
sent a greater value of goods in 1937 than in 1934, as did 
the United Kingdom, in third place in the three years. 

The present Administration has fostered schemes for 
social improvement, has bought, with special funds, rural 
properties for division into small holdings, has encouraged 
new building and made steady progress with road-making.

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RICE EXPORTS IN 1938 


H.M. Consui-General at Bangkok reports that the Depart- 
ment of Commerce estimate the exportable surplus for the 
1938 season, just ended, at 1,600,000 metric tons. 

According to the Customs approximate returns, 1,457,100 
metric tons were exported from Bangkok and about 61,800 
metric tons were shipped from the Southern ports. If, to 
these quantities are added some 3,700 metric tons exported 
from the North-Eastern provinces, the total exports will 
amount to 1,522,600 metric tons, being 77,400 metric tons, 
or 4-8 per cent., less than the estimate of the Department 
of Commerce. 

As regards the 1939 season, the exportable surplus is 
estimated at 1,700,000 metric tons.

CUSTOMS SURCHARGE 


H.M. Representative at Guatemala has reported, by tele- 
graph, that an Executive Decree No. 2,186, dated 28 
January and published on 31 January, provides for a sur- 
charge of 100 per cent. on import duties on goods, other than 
those considered essential, which may be exempted, from 
countries which, in 1938, had a favourable trade balance 
with Guatemala of a value greater than 75 per cent. of the 
value of their imports to Guatemala. Goods ordered before 
the application of the Decree and which arrive in the 
country within 60 days of its publication are not affected. 
The Minister of Finance has, however, agreed to extend the 
period of grace in the case of pending orders which clearly 
cannot be completed in time. 

The Decree does not apply to Central American countries 
or countries whose exports to Guatemala were valued at 
less than 31,000 quetzals in 1938. The Minister of Finance 
is empowered by the Decree to exempt any American 
country from the surcharge. All Asiatic countries will, 
however, pay the surcharge. 


NETHERLANDS 
REGULATIONS FOR MELTED 
SPREADING CHEESE 


Hi.M. Commercial Secretary at The Hague reports that 
by virtue of a Royal Decree (Staatsblad No. 876) melted 
and spreading cheese and goods designated or held in stock 
as such have been made subject to the regulations laid down 
under the Cheese Decree (Staatsblad No. 396 of 1927), and 
in consequence will come under the regular supervision of 
the Foodstuffs Inspections Officers. Melted and spreading 
cheese must comply with the regulations laid down for 
cheese, with the proviso that citrates, phosphates, tartrates, 
as well as ingredients of milk, may have been added. The 
moisture content may not exceed 55 per cent. for goods of 
which the fat content of the dry matter amounts to at least 
10 per cent. and not more than 58 per cent. for goods of 
fat content of the dry matter is lower than 40

Imperial Institute: Annual Report, 1938. By the Director, 
Sir Harry Lindsay, K.C.1.E., C.B.E., to the Board of Governors. 
Another year of intensive scientific and economic work for 
Empire Government and a host of mining and agricultural 
units, planters, ranchers, foresters, prospectors and geological 
surveyors is recorded in the Annual Report for 1938 of the 
Imperial Institute, South Kensington. 

Sir Harry Lindsay, the Director, in a foreword points out 
that Australia has been added to the list of Governments which 
have resumed contributions to the maintenance of the Institute ; 
that Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda have increased their con- 
tributions; and that Transjordan, 3echuanaland, Basutoland 
and Swaziland have become new contributors. ‘lwo Advisory 
Councils and the fifteen consultative committees identified with 
the Institute continue to deal effectively with new scientific and 
commercial problems. On the plant and anima] products side, 
two new committees have sketched the outlines of prospective 
monographs on gum arabic and vegetable insecticides, and 
other monographs in contemplation include one on flax pro- 
duction and research in the United Kingdom, and a second on 
Empire flax supplies. On the mineral resources side, mono- 
graphs on coal, tin, magnesium, bauxite and aluminium, 
chromite and vanadium are in preparation. 

Considerable progress has been made, the Director adds, in 
the never-ending task of introducing into the exhibition gal- 
leries at the Institute the latest technique for the preparation 
and display of exhibits, each of which contributes its quota 
to the story told in the Empire Courts of the life, scenery and 
industries of Dominion, Colony or Dependency. The Empire 
Exhibition at Glasgow provided many useful examples of ex- 
hibition technique, and the Institute has inherited some of

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


ADDITION TO FREE LIST OF CERTAIN ALLOYS 
OF METAL 

The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1939 (S.R. & O., 
1939, No. 97), which provides for the addition to the 
Free List as from 9 February 1939 of alloys of metal, 
unwrought, in blocks, ingots, cakes, bars and slabs, 
containing more than 50 per cent. by weight of bismuth 
and more than 15 per cent. by weight of lead. 

Bismuth metal, which is used principally in the 
manufacture of bismuth salts for medicinal purposes, 
is already exempt from duty under the Import Duties 
(Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1953. Difficulties have 
recently arisen in obtaining adequate supplies of ores, 
and it is now desired to import material in the form of 
an alloy for refining.

REORGANISATION OF THE COTTON 
INDUSTRY 


A Command Paper (Cmd. 5935) has recently been 
issued containing the draft of a Bill to promote the 
teorganisation of the Cotton Industry. 

Copies of this Paper, together with ballot papers on 
which cach firm is invited to record its vote for or 
against the introduction of a Bill embodying the pro- 
visions of the draft, have been sent to all firms that 
appear to be within the industry as defined in the draft 
Bill. 

In tabulating the results of the ballot the weight to 
be attached to each vote will be determined by refer- 
ence to the returns made by the firm concerned to the 
Census of Production Office of the Board of Trade in 
connection with the Import Duties Act Enquiry of 
1937. 

Any firm that would be covered by the Bill but has 
not received a ballot paper is invited to apply to the 
Board of Trade, Census of Production Office, 80, Pall 
Mall, London, 8.W.1. 

Any application must state fully the grounds on 
which the firm claims to be included in the ballot. 

No application for a ballot paper can be considered 
after 25 February. 

Merchants will not receive ballot papers unless they 
also have producing interests, but in order that the 
Government may have reliable information as to the 
attitude of merchanting interests towards the draft 
Bill, the Board of Trade have asked the Chambers of 
Commerce of Manchester, London and Glasgow to 
ascertain the views of their members so far as these 
are interested. 

The Trade Unions chiefly concerned have also been 
asked for an expression of their views.

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METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications

is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance

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Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fr 
quently already in the possession of the Department, anj 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abrog 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the informatio, 
required not be available in London, the Department yij 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant 
behalf.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantess 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, is, 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex. 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
roods normally sold on short credits, but also to
